Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  for  1958  on  the 
conditions  relating  to  the  Public  Health  in  respect  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Sandy. 

A  reference  to  the  statistical  table  shown  on  page  four 
reveals  that  the  death  rate  is  considerably  less  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  and  much  less  than  the  rate  for  the 
district  in  1957.  While  the  chief  causes  of  death  continues 
to  be  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  and  cancer,  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  recognised 
infectious  diseases. 

In  1957  the  very  low  birth  rate  of  10,5  was  recorded  but 
the  rate  for  1958  has  reversed  the  position,  the  figure  being 
19.7,  which  was  greater  than  the  figure  of  16.9  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  As  in  1957  there  was  only  one  death  of  an  infant 
under  the  age  of  one  year.  The  reduction  in  the  rate  was 
due  to  the  larger  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  year, 
and  the  rate  was  the  second  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Sandy. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  again  few. 
One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  and  concerned  a  school 
child  who  had  previously  received  two  injections  of  vaccine. 
The  disease  affected  the  muscles  of  the  throat  causing  the 
child  some  difficulty  in  speaking,  but  the  recovery  was  fairly 
rapid  and  complete,  The  diagnosis  was  made  by  an 
examination  of  the  stools  which  showed  the  presence  of  the 
poliomyelitis  virus. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  or  deaths  from  any  form  of 
Tuberculosis. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  helpful  consideration  and  the  Clerk  and  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  their  willing  co-operation.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  General 
Hospital,  Kimbolton  Road,  Bedford,  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  any  material  submitted  by  the  Health  Department 
or  by  General  Practitioners.  This  service  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  there  is  no  charge  to  the  Council.  The  Laboratory  undertakes 
the  examination  of  throat  swabs,  sputum,  urine  and  faeces,  and 
blood  from  cases  of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  advice  and 
assistance  is  always  available. 

Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 

1 .  Ambulance 

The  Bedfordshire  County  Council  provides  a  complete  service 
covering  the  whole  of  the  County.  The  service  is  a  twenty-four 
hour  one  and  is  free  of  charge,  and  is  available  for  the  removal  of 
cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  and  also  for  the  transport 
of  patients  who  are  unable  to  use  other  means  of  transport  to  and 
irom  Hospitals  or  Clinics,  so  that  they  can  receive  any  necessary 
treatment.  The  request  for  the  provision  of  an  ambulance  must 
be  made  by  a  General  Practitioner  or  by  an  Authorised  Person. 
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The  service  is  also  available  for  the  transport  of  persons 
suffering  from  infectious  disease  to  isolation  hospital.

Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  area  by  the  Biggleswade  Water 
Board  and  has  proved  very  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Samples  have  been  taken  periodically  during  the  year  and  the 
results  have  shown  that  the  supply  is  of  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  and  bacterial  purity.  The  following  report  by  the  Counties 
Public  Health  Laboratories  of  a  sample  sent  for  examination  on 
4th  February,  1958,  is  typical.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  County  Council  scheme  for  the  registration  and  vacci¬ 
nation  against  Poliomyelitis  of  the  age  groups  of  children  as  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  continued  through  the 
Eastern  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

At  the  end  of  1958  in  the  whole  of  Eastern  Division,  6026 
children  had  received  two  injections  and  712  had  received  three 
injections. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

The  figures  given  below  show  the  number  of  children  under 
15  years  of  age  who  have  received  protective  treatment  against 
Diphtheria,  and  have  been  given  by  the  Eastern  Divisional  Medical 
Officer.  It  is  still  necessary  to  urge  all  parents  to  give  their 
children  the  protection  which  can  be  had  free  of  cost  from  their 
own  doctor  or  at  a  Welfare  Clinic  or  at  School. 

The  number  of  cases  of  and  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have 
shown  a  remarkable  decline  since  the  introduction  of  immunisation 
and  no  case  has  been  notified  in  the  district  for  several  years.  In 
order  to  ensure  that  outbreaks  of  this  disease  will  not  occur  in  the 
future,  it  is  necessary  that  at  least  75  per  cent,  of  all  children 
under  the  age  of  15  years  should  be  protected  effectively  against 
the  disease,  i.e.,  they  should  have  had  either  a  primary 
immunisation  or  a  “  booster  ’’  injection  within  the  last  five  years. 


Protection  against  Whooping  Cough 

Since  1st  November,  1956,  the  County  Council  have  made 
facilities  available  for  the  protection  against  Whooping  Ccugh  of 
young  children  who  have  not  had  the  disease  and  whose  parents 
are  desirous  of  having  such  protection  given  to  their  children. 
The  Whooping  Cough  vaccine  can  be  given  alone  or  in 
combination  with  Diphtheria  prophylactic.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND 
SURVEYOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1958 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report. 


1.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  town  is  sewered  along  the  main  streets.  The  sewer  runs 
from  the  Station  Bridge,  along  High  Street,  Bedford  Road,  and  a 
portion  of  London  Road,  with  branches  from  St.  Swithun’s  Way, 
Cambridge  Road,  Pleasant  Place,  Park  Road,  King’s  Road,  The 
Avenue,  Fuller’s  Cafe,  Laburnum  Road,  Church  Path,  Queen’s 
Road  and  South  Road.  A  second  sewer  runs  from  Brickhill  Road 
across  the  Roods  into  St.  Neots  Road  opposite  the  Council  Offices 
and  connects  to  the  first  sewer  at  the  junction  of  St.  Neots  Road 
and  Bedford  Road,  and  has  a  branch  from  Northcroft.  A  third 
commences  at  the  Council  Offices  and  runs  north  along  St.  Neots 
Road,  West  Road  to  South  Road,  and  through  the  gardens  of  West 
Road  to  London  Road,  connecting  to  number  one  opposite  All 
Saints  Church,  wiih  branches  from  Longfield  Road,  East  Road 
and  South  Road.  A  fourth  commences  in  St.  Neots  Road 
approximately  opposite  East  Road  and  runs  north  to  London  Road 
then  south  in  London  Road,  where  it  connects  with  the  first  sewer 
at  Hamlet  End  Farm,  with  a  branch  from  Carter  Street.  From 
London  Road  opposite  Hamlet  End  Farm  the  sewage  is  conveyed 
in  a  15"  main  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Swaden,  Stratford  Road,  Station  Road,  Ivel  Road,  Tempsford 
Road,  Beeston  Green  and  Seddington  are  not  sewered, 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Ivel  Internal  Drainage  Board  undertake  the  cleaning  of 
all  streams.

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4.  Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  pails 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen  in  a  seven  cubic  yard 
Karrier  which  is  now  too  small  for  the  increased  number  of  houses 
which  have  been  built  and  extra  houses  added  since  the  war.  The 
Karrier  is  supplemented  by  the  tractor  and  trailer  when 
necessary.  The  work  is  generally  satisfactory. 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  is  carried  out  by  contract.

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

There  are  now  1,132  houses  connected  to  the  sewer.  The 
majority  of  the  houses  along  the  High  Road  have  now  been  con¬ 
nected  up  to  the  sewer.  The  sewage  from  The  Baulk  and  the  High 
Road  is  forced  over  the  River  Ivel  by  means  of  two  electric 
motors,  automatic  float  control  and  squirrel  cage  type  pumps 
situated  in  The  Baulk. 

The  motors  and  pumps  have  given  excellent  results,  and 
require  the  minimum  of  attention. 

The  sewage  arrives  at  the  works  13'  3"  below  ground  level, 
and  forced  to  the  Continuous  Flow  Tanks  by  two  Mirlees-Watson 
Electric  Motors  and  centrifugal  pumps.  The  motors  have  given  an 
excellent  performance.  The  motors  are  automatic  and  are 
governed  by  electrodes. 

Several  samples  of  the  effluent  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  for  exam¬ 
ination,  the  analysis  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Number  of  visits  made  to  Sewage  Works  approx.  400.
